the road being used by the UN truck column to bring
supplies to the Third Army. The Israelis have con=
plained about this and earlier incide?ts. and have
warned the Egyptians that further firing by the
Third Army will prejudice the passage of supplies
to them. Elsewhere, the Syrian and Egyptian fronts
were quiet. Israeli aircraft continued fighter
patrols over Suez, soutlern Lebanon, and the Golan
Heights into the evening hours,
